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We, Shanks & Oompaitt Limited, a 
British Company and Ronald James 
Shanks, of British Nationality, both of 
lubal Works, Barrhead, Renfrewshire, 
do hereby declare the nature of this in- 
vention and in what manner the same is 
to be performed, to he particularly 
described and ascertained in and by the

This invention relates to siphonic water 
closet pedestals of the type including a 
T . incorporatinff an air vent 

which automatically breaks any siphonic 
action between the two traps so that, at 
15 the end of each flushing operation, both 
traps remain filled, and including means 
ior promoting suction in the space be- 
tween the traps so as to promote siphonic 
action between the traps during the flush- 
20 mg operation. 

It has been proposed to incorporate in 
such pedestals an integral ejector of 
which the nozzle is adapted to be supplied 
with water from a flushing pipe connected 
25 to the pedestal and is adapted to discharge 
into the bowl and of which the suction 
compartment is connected to the air space 
between the traps by a vent situated in 
on ' ,® outlet of the nozzle, the eiec- 

30 tor being located in the upper rim of the 
pedestal and the vent connecting the air 
space between the traps with the suction 
compartment being constituted by a per- 
foration m that part of the shell of the 
35 ware which separates the air space from 
the injector. 

The present invention consists in the 
incorporation in a water closet pedestal of 
the type referred to of an ejector compris- 
40 ing a nozzle and air suction compartment 
integral with the ware of the bowl, the 
air vent being constituted by a perfora- 
tion or perforations connecting the com- 
partment with the air space and located 
45 behind the outlet of the nozzle. 

The invention is applicable to siphonic 
water closet pedestals in which the trap 
remote from the bowl is separate from the 
trap adjacent to the bowl and to the type 
50 m which the trap remote from the bowl 
IS integral with the trap adjacent to the 
bowl. 



In the accompanying drawings Figs. 1 
and 2 are a vertical section and a part 
section part plan, showing the invention 
applied to a siphonic water closet pedes- 
tal in which the traps are built separately 
from one another and Figs. 3 and 4 are 
similar views showing the invention ap- 
plied to a water closet pedestal in which 
the traps are integral wi«i one another 
and with the pedestal.
